Pig iron is reduced $2 a ton 
and lumber IB about 82 less the 1,000 
feet. 


FOR twenty eight years, from July 


I860, to June 30, 1893, the Republican 
party guided and controlled our finances.

debt within thirty years.

O»e Who Sometime* I" Made Too Much uf 
• Slave. 


It seems to be the lot of many 


women to sacrifice their own personali- 
ties, tastes and desires to the emer- 
gencies of the home life in which they 
were born. Their brothers are • called 
to no such sn orifice. It seems to be the 
natural thirg as soon as they have 
grown to maturity that they should 
leave home i nd work out fortunes for 
themselves, hut no such freedom is of- 
fered to the 'laughters, chained as they 
are to the petty details of domestic 
life, unless )>ercnance the prince, who 
breaks all charms, comes and calls 
' them to honies of their own. 


How man} daughters, who grow lip 


and assume their mother's burde»s in 
the honseh iltl, find they have grown 
into middle age without having tasted 
liny of the -rossibilities of life outside 
the house? 1'erhaps they have older 
sisters, and their time has been de- 
voted to caring for the younger chil- 
dren, so th.it they have had no time 
for society nod the world outside their 
homes. The younger children have 
grown up—the boys have gone out 
into the world and soccht and found 
their fortunes, and the daughters have 
married, or possibly achieved careers 
for themselves, while this elder sister 
waited at home, too busy to think of 
life outside of home, with all the 
chances and triumphs that the world 
might havs held in store for her. It 
has not been her lot to achieve a des 
tiny. She has been sacrificed, possibly 
without realizing it herself, to the 
needs of the younger members of her 
family. 


AH the younger daughters grow up, 


ttoy do not offer to take her burden, 
as she took h(jr mother's, and thus each 
in her turn bhare the burdens of the 
family. It, is on the eldest sister, 
therefore, that the cares of the aged 
mother alto often fall because she has 
remained, a single woman and has al- 
ways borne the larger burden of the 
family care. In many families an elder 
daughter *tfho thus assumes the care of 
the family refuses all chances of matri- 
mony, because of the responsibility of 
them very burdens upon her. and not 
until he*, mother has passed from life, 
and left her a lonely woman, does she 
realize what the sacrifice has really 
been.

It seems a nat- 
ural ihlcg that the daughter should be 
ntteriyoevoted to the mother, and the 
elder daughter is most likely to be the 
one called on to take charge of the 


4 honaehnld. Uut it is equally essential 


that the other daughters should share 
the resfonsibilities, and have the edu- 
cation o* a "home unwell as the educa- 
tion of » school. The burden of a 
household which becomes drudgery 
when laid on the shoulders of one per- 
ma is hurdly felt v> hen shared by all. 
The mother of the fumily should make 
the same sacrifices for her daughters 
as the father does lor his sons, and al- 
low them le achieve careers for them- 
•elvea apart from any demand she may 
have toi-ikeir services,—N. Y. Tribune.
